upon the aspirations. of ‘the Arabs for 
ulterior ends.’ One important danger 
created by the vociferous verbosity of 
the Egyptian propagandists is that it 
may influence world opinion to lose 
correct perspective of the issues 
involved;. It is particularly necessary 
that American public opinion should be

Rome, Nov. 16.

Another 3,000 ‘were marooned 
on the roofs of their houses and 
waiting to be taken off by 
fleets of motor-boats, amphi- 
bious “ducks” and other craft. 

Chances of quick relief were 
lessened by an exceptional high 
tida of the Adriatic which 
slowed the flow of the muddy 
flood toward the cea.

Egyptians attempted to 
ambush the captain of a 
British cruiser today, stated 
a United Press report from 
-Fayid, | 

“Bn rotite to Fayid trom Port 
Said for a conference with 
senior military officers, Captain 
L. F. Durnford Salters ran into 
a volley fired from sand dunes 
near the road on which his cat 
was travelling. Two bullets hit 
the car which drove through 
the attack while a military 
police éscort returned the fire 
with Sten guns. 

All the -Britislf escaped %n- 
jury. : 

The attack occurred in the 
Kantala area, between Port 
Said and Ismailia, and was the 
scone of several other attempted 
ambushes by Egyptian terrorists 
last week. 


STREET FIGHT 


Two British soldiers and four 
Egyptian civilians were wound- 
ed in a street fight in Port Said 
tonight, 

One of the Egyptians was 
reported to have died later. 

An official British report on 
the incident released at Fayid 
iu the Canal Zone said that the 
clash occurred when two _Bri- 
tish non-commissioned officers 
wandered into the Arab quarter 
of Port Said and were attacked 
by a crowd of Egyptians

He 
had not been under fire except 
in air raids since the Battle of 
Jutland, and cagerly welcomed 
the ptospect of renewing the 
experiences of his youth. I 
thought about this carefully, 
and was not unwilling to sub- 
mit the matter to the Cabinet. 
howas agreed to discuss the 
matter, with Admi. Ramsay 
first. 

Meanwhile the: King came to 
the conclusion that neither he 
nor I ought to go. He was 
greatly disappointed, and wrote 
me the following lettor: 

Buckingham Palace, 
May 31, 1044. 
My dear Winston,

I then suid that I should 
feel obliged to ask the Cabinet 
and to disclose the Admiral’s 
opinion about the risk, and 1 
sald I was sure they would not 
recommend his Majesty to go. 
Ramsay then departed, 

The King said that if it was 
rot right for him to go neither 
was it right for me. I replied 
I was going as Minister of De- 
fence in the exercise of my 
duty. ' 

Sir Alan Lascelles, who the 
King remarked was “wearing a 
very long face,” seid that "Bais 
Majesty's anxieties would be 
increased if he heard his Primes 
Minister was at the bottom of 
the English Channel.” I replied 
that that wns all arranged for, 
and that moreover I considered 
the risk negligible. 

Sir Alan said that he had al- 
ways understood that no Minis- 
ter of the Crewn could leave 
the country without the 
Sovereign's permission.
